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EXPORT  TRADE  BY  COUNTRY 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census,   Department  of  Commerce,   announced 
today  that  the  drop  in  United   States  exports  of  domestic  and 
foreign  merchandise   (unadjusted   for  seasonal  variation)   from 
$1,698.9  million  in  June  to  $1,637.0  million  in  July1  was 
largely  due  to  decreases  In  exports  to  Western  Europe  and 
Canada  which  were  partly  offset  by  increases   in  exports  to 
Latin  American  Republics  and   "all  other  countries."     Changes  in 
the  dollar  values  of  exports  to  these  areas  from  June  to  July 
are  as  follows:     Western  Europe,    from  $590.2  to  $495.1  million; 
Canada,   from  $340.8  to  $279.6  million;   Latin  American  Republics, 
from  $268.8  to  $311.9  million;   and   "all  other  countries",   from 
$499.1  to  $550.3  million.     These  totals  include  data  on  exports 
of  Special  Category  commodities  which  rose  from  $133.6  million 
in  June  to  $148.6  million  in  July. 

The  July  export  total,   excluding  Special  Category  com- 
modities, was  $1,488.3  million  as  compared  to  $1,565.3  million 
in  June.     A  decrease  was  noted   in  exports  to  O.E.E.C.   countries 
from  $499.3  to  $409.2  million  but  increases  occurred   in  exports 
to  Latin  American  Republics  from  $261.3  to  $298.2  million  and 
sterling  area  countries,   from  $213.4  to  $243.8  million.     Ex- 
ports to  the  continents  of  Europe  and  North  America  decreased 
during  the  period  while  those  to  all  other  continents  increased.

Exports  to  Europe  fell  from  $530.9  million  in  June  to 
$439.2  million  in  July  reflecting  lower  levels  of  exports  to 
individual  countries  of  this  continent  as  follows:     Spain,   from 
$42.8  to  $20.1  million;   Netherlands,   from  $66.7  to  $52.7  mil- 
lion; Weet  Germany,   from  $86.3  to  $72.3  million;   Italy,   from 
$66.1  to  $53.4  million;   France,   from  $46.8  to  $35.0  million;   and 
Sweden,    from  $20.4  to  $15.8  million.     The  drop  in  exports  to 
Canada,   from  $330.1  to  $269.5  million,    accounted   for  the  bulk 
of  the  decrease  in  exports  to  North  America,   from  $444.2  to 
.2  million. 


During  the  period,   exports  to  South  America  rose  from 
$173.3  to  $203.0  million  owing  chiefly  to  increases  in  exports 
to  Brazil  from  $41.9  to  $50.1  million;   Chile,   from  $14.6  to 
$22.2  million;   Argentina,    from  $31.1  to  $35.5  million;   and 
Venezuela,   from  $37.7  to  $41.2  million.     Increases  in  exports  to 
the  Union  of  South  Africa,   from  $13.9  to  $21.9  million,   and  the 
United  Arab  Republic   (Egypt  Region),   from  $8.5  to  $13.4  million, 
were  the  chief  factors  in  the  rise  in  exports  to  Africa,   from 
$54.1  to  $76.3  million.      The  advance   in  exports  to  Asia  from 
$336.6  to  $349.3  million  was  due  chiefly  to  increases  in  exports 
to  India,   from  $36.8  to  $55.6  million  and  Taiwan  (Formosa),   from 
$8.5  to  $17.4  million.     However,   decreases  were  noted   in  exports 
to  Japan  and   the  Republic  of  the  Philippines,   from  $154.6  to 
$144.5  million,   and  from  $34.0  to  $29.1  million,   respectively. 
Exports  to  Australia  and   Oceania  increased   from  $26.3  to  $32.3 
million  mainly  due  to  a  rise  in  exports  to  Australia  from  $19.4 
to  $24.3  million. 


EXPLANATION    OF    STATISTICS 


COVERAGE:  Export  statistics  include  government  as  well  as 
non-government  shipments  to  foreign  countries.  The  export  sta- 
tistics, therefore,  include  Mutual  Security  Program  military 
aid,  Mutual  Security  Program  economic  aid,  and  Department  of 
the  Army  Civilian  Supply  shipments.  Separate  figures  for  Mutual 
Security  Program  military  aid  are  shown  in  the  footnotes  of 
this  report.   Shipments  to  United  States  armed  force;;  and  dip- 
lomatic missions  abroad  for  their  own  use  are  excluded  from  ex- 
port statistics.   United  States  trade  with  Puerto  Rico  and 
United  States  possessions  is  not  included  in  this  report,  but 
the  export  trade  of  Puerto  Rico  with  foreign  countries  is  in- 
cluded as  part  of  the  United  States  export  trade.  Merchandise 
shipped  in-tran:;it  through  the  United  States  between  foreign 
countries  is  not  included  in  export  statistics . 

COUNTRY  DEFINITION:  Although  the  country  of  destination 
is  defined  as  the  country  of  ultimate  destination  or  the  coun- 
try where  the  goods  are  to  be  consumed,  or  further  processed  or 
manufactured,  the  statistics  do  not  always  reflect  this  defini- 
tion, as  the  shipper  may  not  know  the  ultin  |  [nation  of 
the  shipment.  In  3uch  cases,  the  shipments  are  credited  to  the 
last  country,  as  known  to  the  exporter  at  the  time  of  shipment 
from  the  United  States,  to  which  the  goods  are  to  be  shipped  in 
their  present  form.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the
